PARTNERSHIP LIABILITY. 


Important Decision by Judge Barclay 
To-day in Commercial Law. 


Judge Barclay to-day rendered a decision 
in the case of Dunbar vs. Giesecke, overrul- 
ing the demurrer to the answer. Gilesecke, 
Mysenburg & Co. beeame indebted to the 
plaintiff for merchandise. The defendants 
dissolved partnership, and by 
an agreement among themselves 


Mysenburg assumed the firm’s 
indebtedness, taking all the assets. After- 
wards plaintiffs, with the actual notice of 
this agreement, gave Mvsenburg an extension 
without the knowledge or consent of his late 
partners by accepting his note: at three 
months for the debt. The defendants, 
Giesecke and Olslausen, rely on this 
extepsion as a defense to the ac 
tion brought on the original account. Judge 
Barciay says: “The question is important, 
and the decisions of the other States thereon 
conflicting. Where, by the terms of a dissolu- 
tion of partnership, one partner assumes its 
debts and agrees to release his co 

ners therefrom, the latter, as between the 
partners, become sureties, and the assum- 
ing partner becomes the pane debtor as 
to all the rm’s liabilities. The creditor 
of the late firm who has _ actual 
notice of such terms of dissolution is there- ° 
by charged with the duty of observing the 
rights of the gues | partners as sureties. It 
arises from the relations of the parties and 
the principles of equity. Nour does it inter- 
fere with the creditor’s right tu hold all the 
late partners for their firm debt, so long as 
he does nothing equitably in- 
consistent with their new relations 
to each other. But if the 
creditor, after receiving notice of knowledge 
of such dissu/ution,does any act in respect to 
his claim avainst the late firm—which, ac- 
cording to the law applicable to suretyship, 
would release the retiring partners as sure- 
ties, such will be its efiect to them. Mere 
indulgence or delay to sue the princi 
debtor, however Jong continued, will no 
discharge the sureties, but a contract fer de- 
lay based upon val.d consideration will ac- 
complish such discharge tor reasons wel 
known in equity.” 


Mechanics’ Exchange Installation. 

A special meeting of the St. Louis Me- 
chanics’ Exchange was held at noon to-day 
for thé purpose of hearing the reports of the 
special committce on location and measure- 
ment and for the installation of the officers 
elected yesterday for the ensuing year. Mr. 


Anthony Ittner, the retiring president, oecu- 
pied the chair at the opening of the meeting, 
which listened with great patience to the - 
reading of portions of the report of the 
special committee on measurements, which 
was referred to a committee consisting of 
Messrs. Duross, the president, Ittner, the 
vice-president, Tiedeman, Barnett and Rice, 
with instructions to put it in 
shape for transmission to the 
St. Louis delegation to Jeiferson City, with 
the request that paey embody its provisions 
ina bill to the Legislature. A communica- 
tion was read from Henry F. Kent, chairman 
of the St. Louis delegation at Jefferson City, 
acknowledging acceptance of the resolution 
embodying the Exchange’s objection to any 
alteration of the existing mechanics’ lien 
law,and stating that he and, he believes,every

Three Passenger Coaches on the O. 
& M. Road. 


One Man Ki'led, Another Seriously and Sev- 
eral Severely Injured-=Details of the Ac 
cident. 


The first section of the Ohio and Mississip- 
pi passenger train No. 3, in charge of Con- 
ductor Fessenden, due here at 7:00 a. m., 
“struck a broken rail when one mile east of 
Levanon. Il., about 6:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The three rear coaches were derailed and 
one man killed, besides eight others injured 
more or less. The train, consisting of the 
engine, No. 120,two express cars, one bag- 
gage yar, one postal car and three ordinary 
day coaches, in charge of Conductor 
Fessenden had made schedule time up to the 
time of the accident, and was slowing up for 
the stop at Lebanon, The engine and ex- 
press, baggage and jostal cars passed over 


the rail in safety, but the first passenger car,, 


asmoker, broke the rail completely, and 
with the two coaches in the rear left the 
track. The smoker tipped clean over, land- 
ing upside down. beside the track, but 
the two near coaches only left the track and 
came to a standstil! right side up. A man, 
supposed to be Charles Hoffman, of Pal- 
estine, Maryland, although not fully identi- 
fied as such yet, > 
WAS KILLED OUTRIGHT.

The parties injured were waited upon by 
the surgeon of the company at Lebanon an 
everything done by the train hands and citi- 
gens of Lebanon to ease the sufferers. To 
Conductor Fessenden especial credit is due 
for the masterly manner in which he man- 
aged matters and the efficient services he 
rendered the injured passengers. ‘The train 
was delayed tili 11 :30in clearing off the wreck, 
the wrecked smoker, putting the other cars 
on the rails and substituting a new for the 
broken one, and did not reach the Union De- 
ot until 12:30 Both sections of No. 3 came 
nas one section. It was very fortunate that 
the accident happened where it did, as, had 
the train been running at full speed. the loss 
of life would necessarily have been very great. 
But the train was running at a low 
rate and the engineer had no difficulty in 
stopping his engine almost instantly and 
thereby averted what would have been a ter- 
rible accident and heavy less of life. Itis 
supposed by the engineer that the 
engine or one of the front 
cars broke the rail in passing 
overit. It is positively stated by the rack- 
walker that the rail was not broken an hour 
berore, when he passed by that point, and 
the only opinion is that the engine broke the 
rail. 
from accidents ot any kind for a long time. 

Capt. W. W. Peabody, general superin- 
tendent of the road at Cineinnati, who is 
in the city thig morning, very freely and 
willingly gave the particulars of the accident, 
and especially. regrets its occurrence. He 
states that evervthing in their power has 
been done thaj will conduce to the com- 
fort of the injured passengers.

The 
assengers presented a frightful appearance, 
ith bruised and baitered faces, heads and 
arms tied upin handkerchiefs, and clothes 
torn and covered with mud. The wreck was 
the sole topic of conversation, each relating 
his experience and his injuries. 
WM. TIMMERMANN, 
acommission merchant, from Cincinnati, 
ives the following version of the wreck: 
‘The train wasclimbing the steep incline 
about a mile west of Lebanon, and going at 
apretty lively rate of speed, when the 
carin which we were riding careened 
and fell on its side. Charles Hoffman,one of 
the passengers, attempted to jump through 
the window and fell under the ear, his neck 
being broken and skull crashed. death re- 
sulting instantly. The accident was 
caused by a broken rail, but as 
the engine, mail and baggage 
cars passed over it in safety it is thought 
the rail was broken by the fore part of our 
train. The first car was ioaded with soldiers, 
all of whom escaped without injury, the car 
— prevented trom turning over by the em- 
ankment. The second car was loaded with 
emigrants, and was a!so used as a smoking 
car, nosmoker being attached. ‘This ear 
was pulled from its trucks. and fell on its 
side, being dragged in this condition for near- 
ly fifty feet. All the injured, amounting to 
about 25, were in the emigrant car. ‘The pas- 
gengers were conveyed to Lebanon in the 
baggage and mail cais, the injured cared for 
and the remainder transferred to another 
train and taken to St. Louis. One man,

STILL A MYSTERY. 


The Coroner Unable to Place the 
Reponsibility of a Death. 


— 


Was Reinhard Feckler Killed by an Officer? 
the Question Before a Jury. 


~ 


To-day Coroner Nidelet continued the in- 
quest on the body of Reinhard Feckler, who 
received fatal injuries on Kosciusko, near 
Picot street, under very suspicious circum- 
stances last Saturday night. A young man 
named Frank Otto was arrested, and been 
held to await the result of the Coroner’s in- 
vestigation. 

During a disturbance at a saloon kept by 
Wm. Sherman, last Saturday night, Feckler 
received a blow on the head which felled 
him and rendered him unconscious. He was 
carried to the saloon, and removed later to 


the City Hospital, where he died last Sun- 
day. It was this web the Coroner to-day 


undertook to unravel. 
THE FIRST WITNESS 

called was Wm. Sherman, the proprietor of 
the saloon at which the row began. He 
testified that on last Saturday 
night a birthday party was given 
some place in the neighborhood. and shortly 
before midnight a crowd of voung men came 
to nis saloon and were drinking there. Frank 
Otto, the prisoner, and Reinhard Feckler, the 
deceased, were present. A dispute arose, 
and he said they would have to leave the 
saloon. The crowd left the saloon, and a 
few moments later one of the officers returned 
and got a glass of whisky. He did not know 
anything about the distrubance that took 
jlace outside. The deceased was carried 
“ to the saloon. 

Philip Ack, who lives at 2009 Kosciusko 
street, said he was in the saloon when four 
men brought the deceased in in an undvon- 
scious condition. 

JOHN SUMPTION, 
a private watchman, testified that he saw a 
row in progress across the street from where 
he was at work. Some young men were

“The stockholders of the St. Louis Trans- 
- fer Company held their annual meeting 
at the general office of the company, 
213 North Third/ to-day, 
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third man was following the 
officer, but he staggered and fell on the side- 
waik. The officer returned and he saw him 
rapping on the soles of the man’s feet and 
tapping on his chest.

Officer August Padberg said he had arrested 
a young fellow named Frank Otto at the sa- 
loon, and on his way back met Officer Man- 
ger with another .man, who refused 
to go to the station. They put 
the nippers on the prisoner, and Officer 
Manger then told the witness to go back and 
look after an unconscious man whom he had 
found in the gutter around the corner from 
the saloon and who was atthat time in the 
saloon. He went back and found a young 
man inthe saloon in an unconscious condi- 
tion. He could not identify the deceased. 

HANNAH PLUEBER 

testified that she heard the disturbance and 
went to the window. She saw an officer and 
several men there. She left the window and 
heard the sound of a blow, and a man called 
out, “Oh, oh.””. When she returned to the 
window she saw the officer standing over 
the man. He was standing at his head 
and striking him with his club. 
Nhe could not say what part of the body the 
officer was striking. Before that both men 
were standing. Joseph Gloger testified that 
he was put out of the saloon with Feckler 
and another man named Lux. He saw the 
officer strike the deceased across the legs 
with a club. The officer who struck 
the deceased was Officer Manger, 
When Freckler was struck he fell backwards 
to the sidewalk. 

FRANK OTTO, 

the prisoner for whom Mr. C. O. Bishop, the 
attorney, appeared. testified that he was or- 
dered out of the saloon and went back to get 
his hat. He was struck in the saloon. 
The disturbance which took place in 
the saloon was only trivial. While 
he was in the saloon the officer arrest- 
ed him. He knew nothing of the disturb- 
ance outside. The officer struck him two or 
three blows in the saloon. 

Several other witnesses were examined but 
no evidence tending to show who struck the 
fatal blow was adduced. After one of 
the “witnesses saw Officer Manger 
strike Feckler on the legs, the deceased fell 
backward on the sidewalk, when he might 
have received the fracture of the skull which 
produced death. Otto was rejeased, as there 
was no proof whatever that he was responsi- 
ble for the death of the deceased. 

This afternoon the Coroner’s jury returned 
a verdict to the Coroner finding that Rein- 
holdt Feckies came to his death from com- 
pression of the brain. 


Found Dead. 

This morning Mr. Bockenholdt called at 
bis mother’s residence, No. 2919 Missouri 
avenues. He had not seen her for several days, 
and in going to her room, 
he found her dead in bed. The condition of 
the body convinced the F pease man that his 
mother must have died several days ago.

The Chicago Inspection of Corna 
Subject of Importance. 


- — 


Interesting Statements by a St. Louis Ship- 
per and Inspector. 


The Chicago inspection of corn continues 
the subject of paramount interest among St. 
Louis operators. Mostof the St. Louis ship- 
pers who went to Chicago to watch the in- 
spection have returned. Among others was 
D. P. Grier, of Grier Bros., who was at once 
seen by a Post-D1sPaTcn reporter. 

“The corn inspection in Chicago is a swin- 
dle,” emphatically returned Gen. Grier, in 
response to a question as to what he thought 


of it. Later, in sneaking of his experience 
in that market, Gen. Grier said: 
“There is no difference between the No. 3 
corn and their new-nixed in Chicago. Now 
to give you an instance: A party of us went. 
over to Armour & Dole’s elevator. They 
drew from the bins for ‘us two samples of 
corn, one of No.2 and one of new-mixed. 
There was, perhaps, a_peck of each in th 
pans—big pans. Well, sir, one o 
the inspectors, who placed _his 
hands behind him and felt, while in that 
ition. of the two samples, could not tell 
he new mixed from the No. 2. And noone 
present looking at the two could see any 
difference between them. One of their men 
who believes in this rigid inspection had not 
arrived, and.I changed the tags on the sam- 
ag so that the new mixed tag was on the 
0. 2 sample and the No. 2 on the new mix- 
ed. This man when he came in looked at the 
corn, felt of it, and then said, with his hand 
in the new mixed sample, “This corn is much 
the drvyest of the two.’”’ 
“What do they think of it in Chicago?” 
was asked. 
‘Well, I’) tell you. There are two classes 
up there; the reeeiver, who thinks the in- 
spection is wrongand an outrage, and the 
shipper, who thinks it ts all right. Of course 
the shipper is satisfied. He can buy new 
mixed corn at fourteen eents below 
the price of No. 2. yet the new mixed 
is as good as the No. 2 and when shipped to 
New York over half will inspect No. 2. This 
is as good a thing as the shipper wants. The 
longs—the parties who are running the Janu- 


ary corner—want this inspection kept up, of 
course. It is to their interest to do so.” 


Nearly all the St. Louis No, 2 corn shipped 


by Gen. Grier to Chicago went No. 2 there, 


which he humorously ascribes to the fact 
that he planted men around with shot-guns 
on top of his ears, with instructions to shoot 


down every inspector who missed making hia 


corn No. 2. It was quietiy hinted by a by- 
stander that if the guns were loaded with 
silver bullets they undoubted!y brought down 
their man every time. Another St. Louisan 
who had been in Chicago and just returned 
says: 
“Their inspection is one of the worst 
swindles ever perpetrated upon the American 
people, It’s a d—n fraud; it’s rotten as 
h—1.” It will be seen that this 
gentleman was slightly emphatic. “I don’t 
believe the fellows who are running that 
deal up there feel right easy in their minds,” 
he wentonto say. “Il saw andy last 
night,and he looked sick and tired, as though 
he yearned to retire to some sequestered 
spot where he couldn’t be found again.

The Ancient Mexican Town of El Paso»-Notes 


of Travel. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 


EL Paso, Texas, January 13.—From Dal- 
las to Abilene, about two hundred miles go- 
ing westwardly, it is a mixed farming and 
grazing country, the latter gradually pre- 
ponderating asa leading interest, until, at 
Abilene, cotton and corn culture quite taper 
off, the country along the route, too, indicating 
this, as patches of prairie ard woodland al- 
ternate. A few bales of cotton only make 
their appearanee at Abilene, these brought 
from quite a distance—some sixty miles 
southwardly. But one cannot walk about 
the last named place without seeing in the 
stores themselves supplies of goods which 
tell the story of stock-raising, ‘‘ranch out- 
fits,’ saddles, bridles, blankets, ete., being 
what most challenges attention, more than 
agricultural implements. In the streets, 
also, are the long-spurred gentlemen who are 
the life of the business; and inquiries made 
here elicit much thatis very interesting to 
the new-comer. Before devoting attention 
to this, however, I must not omit mention of 
the fact thata four-foot vein of excellent 
soft eoal has been found back afew miles 
at Ciseo, although as yet, with the nearly all- 
absorbing idea of stock raising, little has 


been done to develop it. 


I find, then, that Abilene is the center of a 
large eatile and sheep section, and that about 
here have been some of the most successful 
enterprises known to the business. The 
town is but two years old, and yet it can 
boast of a population of 8,000 and a business 
that can be approximately estimated when 
from August to December last 516 cars of 
pure blopd and graded sheep were received 
at this point fordistribution to the surround- 
Ing country, 80,600 in all, besides other flocks 
having been driven in within a period of four 
months. As a result, it is expected that 
during the coming season fully 6,000,000 
pounds of wool will be shipped from this 
point, the profits in the business—sheep- 
raising—being estimated by the best in- 


formed at 95 per cent. 
FORTUNES IN CATTLE. 


But the cattle interest and growth matches 
that of the wool, the stock business of this 
part of Texas being of about seven years’ 
growth. I was introduced to one of these 
men, Mr. Purcell, who was good enough 
to give me his personal experience 
in successful cattle raising, his, as ] 
learn ‘further, being not an wuncom- 
mon ease amongst the ranch-men.

“mesquite” trees give the whole the appear- 
ance of a very scraggy peach orchard sadly 
in need of pruning. Approaching Big 
Springs, which is a dining station and has a 
good hotel, the rough hilis appear as if cov- 
cred with the English “gorse’”’ in the plenti- 
fulcrop of dwarf cedar which greets the 
eye. yond this, again, we come to some 
small lakes, one of a deep red or brick color, 
giving it a singular appearance. All 
along the — shar spikes of the 

Spanish dagger’ show themselves 
these with clumps of the common cactus, 
being the chief novelties which claim the at- 
tention of the stranger here. 

Thee pang 8 long grade out of the little 
valley in which Big Springs is located, we 
areon the seemingly boundless “plains,” 
which with scarcely any interruption reach 
to Toyah, se miles distant. All along the 
route from Abilene, with few intervals, we 
have been seeing the numerous colonies of 
prairie dogs, and watching. their antics as 
the train approaches. ‘They take every pos- 
sible attitude, from rearing up on end at an 
attitude of attentiun to the dive into their 
burrows, the last seen of them a shake of 
the short tail as if of exultation at the con- 
sciousness of having a safe retreat. Then 
their gossiping movements as they run to a 
neighbor’s and straightway put their heads 
together would entertain the veriest misan- 
thrope. 

ROLLICKING ANTELOPES. 

Then there are the herds of antelopes, 
many of which in gangs of a dozen to 
fifty appear galloping Within rifle shot of the 
train, to be knocked over in two or 
three instances as they run “broadside 
to,” seldoth straight from the cars. Ante- 
lope shooting is quite a sport out on these 

lains,a gentleman who appeared on the 
rain reporting eighteen as killed on the 
day previous by himself and party. I saw 
quité'a supply of this venison in the markets 
of Dallas, and learn that itis sent all aion 
the roadin this section. It is considere 
“drier” and jess eatable than that of the 
deer, approximating more nearly the flesh of 
the goat. Iam told that they are unecom- 
monly plentiful this season and less shy 
than usual, a good supply of water on the 
Diains having caused them to take a wide 
range. A small drove ef wild horses was 
also reported as being in this section only 
yesterday, whilst bufialo eould be shot some 
twenty-five miles north of that portion of the 
road on which we were running. 

Crossing the Pecos and reaching Toyah, 
196 miles from El Paso, we commence 
ascending a region of mountain ridges, 
composed mainly of gravel and clay 
and cut into all sorts of fantastic shapes; and 
with the exception of springs and some 
ranche territory about Antelope station, this 
character of country reaches all the way to 
E! Paso. It is a wide barren, but with a con- 
siderable game supply in places, until E) 
Paso is reached, the northern “‘pass’’ on the 
Rio Grande between Mexico and the Uuited 
States, 

THE TOWN OF EL PASO. 

There is a town more than 200 years old— 
that on the Mexican side of the river—the 
American portion being of very recent 
growth and consequent upon the advent 
here of several trunk lines: the Mexican 
Central, the Atlantic, Texas and Pacific, the 
Texas Pacific, the Southern Pacific, and tie 
proposed White Oaks Railway, to reach 16v 
miles into an important mining distriét. 
Upon exploring it, loooking into its pros- 
pects and inguiring as toits hoped-for fu- 
ture, I tind that it on quite a “*boom” eo" 
ent, town lot sales active and rents high, 
much of the building and improvements 
on the American side distinctly American, 
nearly ailon the west side as unmistakably 
Mexican and Spanish, thé former reported 
as having a population of about 3,000, the 
older portion about 5,000 population, The 
inost striking edifice in the latter town— 
after the depot of the Mexican Central Rail- 
road—is the old cathedral, built two hundred 
and fifteen years ago. An irrigating canal 
running through the old town looks about as 
ancient, judging from the large trees which 
border it. : 
‘The whale town is a mass of adobe one- 
story dwellings, which strongly iesemble so 
many fortresses, the immense number of 
carefally built mud or adobe garden walis 
three or four feet thick and some six feet 
high exhibiting a painstaking people in a 
light that, to look at them .as they lounge 
about closely wrapped in their parti-colored 
blankets, seems quite inconsisient, Vine- 
yards, carefully irrigated and looking quite 
flourishing, are a principal feature of the 
cultivation, other things of course which the 
climate favors coming in fer their due share. 
On the streets one occasionally meets the 
senoritas with such briiliant biack eyes 
flashing in their partially veiled heads, their 
hair of midnight blackness too, that the 
strikingly foreign aspect of everything seems 
infinitely intensified ; the men with their tall 
hats, fanciful bands to them, and muffled 
forms—for the weather is somewhat chili— 
making far less effective pictures than the 
women. 

The Rio Grande is nota fornidable-looking 
stream this high up, and is well bridged for 
the street railway and other travei which 
connects the two places; and if there-is any 
contraband trade between the two countries 
the single custom-house official who darts 
from his sentry-box and hastily glances into 
the-horse-car would not seem of much force 
as an obstacie. On the Mexican side, not far 
off, I learn there are silver mines, but of not 
high grade. 

THE AMERICAN: ANNEX. 

Coming back to the American side, and 
looking into matters a littie more ciosely, | 
find that thisisatrading martfor a large 
extent of mining and stock coun- 
try, valuable stocks of goods 
of every description being held to answer ali 
demands. luterspersed along tue prin- 
cipal streets we find some weil built frame 
‘and brick business establishments, a great 
contrast to the one-story adobe structures, 
their immediate neighbors. Spanish and 
English, too, flourish alungside each other on 
signs, to make matiers nivre clear by these 
translations: and to emphasize more sigually 
the situation. 

For the rest, the recen* advent of so many 
railroads through this “Pass” has undoubt- 
edly, as befure intimated, inspired great 
hopes of secing a fluurishing city at this 
point. Valuable mines are not far off, and 
the “ranchers” will doubtless come closer 
and closer and more of them in this direction 
as Western ‘l'exas fills up from the Kast. The 
town, or towns, too, are pleasantly situated 
on almost level ground, with not @ little of 
the picturesque surrveunding them,
